The water board held yesterday after- 
noon one of tiie liveliest and warmest 
sessions that has ever gone down in its 
history. and it was all about allowing 
property holders to lay a water main, 
via Ponce de Leon avenue to Druid 
Hills. 

A row was at one time threatened, 
and it was only averted by the arriva! 
of Mayor Pro Tem. Qaftilian, acting as 
mayor, as Mayor Joyner is out of the 
city. The mayor pro tem. was dis- 
covered by somebody across the street 
smoking a cigar, oblivious of the meet-

trouble seemed to be two-fold. 
the members of the board were 
nettied because of the mayor's action 
in interfering with the plan to 
outsiders water; second, because it was 
alleged that some of @iose wanting 
water were trying to make money out 
of it.

How It All Started. 


The board took up a petition of For- 
rest Adair and others, who wanted to 
lay a water main from where other par- 
ties were to leave off on Ponce de leon 
avenue, out to Luliwater avenue (a very 
suggestive mame under the circum- 
Btances) and to Druld Hills. 

A petition from Frank Bdmundson, 
EK. A. Har@in and George F. Payne had 
already been passed ug for them to lay 
a main 1,700 feet on Fonce de Leon ave- 
nue. from present terminus east 
point where Adair was to begin 
Hardin was present to hear the 
petition, and had no thought of his mat- 
ter coming up again. There had 
a contract drawn for Hardin and others, 
but it had not been g@awned, and it was 
stated by Alderman Beutel! that It had 
been held up “by the city attorney, the 
mayor and the council all the way 
down.” This caused severa] members of 
the board to get nettled, because they 
hed not been ‘‘fully informed.” 

A motion was made to grant the Adair 
petition. Mr. Dorsey moved to refer the 
Adair and the Hardin petitions to a 
committee. Mr. Dorsey's motion was 
lost by the following vote: Aves, Dor- 
sev, Lake and Beutell. Nave, Dunn. 
Walraven, Pace, Davis and Stockdell. 
Mr. Beutell changed his vote and gave 
notice of a reconsideration at a future 
meeting. This caused the first breeze. 

Thereafter several votes were taken

“HILL BRADLEY? 


Strange Story in Connection 
With Alleged Suicide at 
Grant: Park 


TT WAS SAID. BRADLEY 
TOOK CARBOLIC ACI 


Huge Water Moccasin Was Seen 
Near Him as He Lay Upon the 
Ground, and the Reptile 
May Have Ended the 
Sleeping Man’s Life. 


Did A. J. Bradley, found dying —in 
Grant park yesterday morning, commit 
suicide, or did the poisonous fangs of 
a water moccasin end hia life? 

This is @ question which many are 
trying to solve, and those who have 
investigated the facts believe firmly 
that the man did not take his own life, 
but that death chilled his heart when 
the reptile by his side sank its poison- 
ous fangs into hie flesh. 

When the man was supposed to have 
been sleeping, a huge moccasin was 
seen by his side, When the man, lying 
prone upon the ground, was approach- 
ed, the reptile slipped off into its home 
in a near-by bog. 

Bradley was found unconscious, and 
dying. It was at once gurmised that 
had committed suicide. The moc- 
casin was forgotten, or was supposed 
to have approached the man after he 
had taken poison. 

Was It a Suicide? 

“It was said: “The reptile cameupon 
a dying sukide.” No one thought at 
the time that the reptile had come upon 
a sleeping man and bitten him to 
death. 

There is much to bear out the theory 
that the moccasin ended@ Bradley’s Hfe, 
and that he was not a suicide. Those 
who knew him well state positiVely 
that Ae had not shown any evidence 
of contemplating self-destruction. The 
very morning and all the day before 
he had appeared cheerful and con- 
ented.

When it 
was known that he- was unconscious, 
he was sent to the Grady hospital, 
where he shortly afterwards died. 

About the. mouth of Bradley were 
Spots tBat looked as if he had been 
burned with carbolic acid, and some 
thought they could detect the odor of 
the poison. It was at once decided 
that he had swallowed carbolic§ acid, 
but mo vessel] containimg rnat poison 
was found. 

Could it not have been true that 
Bradley, while Waiting for his car, lay 
upon the coo) gr&ss and fell asleep? 
And while sleeping the moccasin craw- 
led from its den tn the muddv and 
weedy tarn not far away? 

While he slept, did the reptile slip 
noiselessiy and nfarer and nearer to 
him? When close to the body, did the 
reptile strike the death blow? Could it 
not have been that the evidence of 
poisoning came from the poison of the 
moccasin?

Washington, June %*7.—With every in- 
cident in the great gathering at Chi- 
cago flashed to them on direct wires,. 
President’ Roosevelt and Secretary Taft 
kept in constant touch today with the 
republican convention, had-a brief con- 
ference, and:‘each wound ap the after- 
noon by driving into the suburbs while 
the convention was still in session. All 
day long the wires brought news of 
what was transpiring in the comvention., 

Confidential telegraph and telephone 
operators were on duty at the Chicago 
ends of the wires, and not a move was 
made on the floor of the immense hall 
that was not almost simultaneously re- 
ported to Washington. 

Roesevelts Go Riding. 

Apparently disinterested in the clos- 
ing hours of the day’s proceedings, 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt drove from 
the white house late in the afternoon to 
the vicinity of Rock Creek, northwest 
of the city, where they mounted horses 
and cantered over the smooth bridle 
naths amid the wild scenery that char- 
acterize the park. They left just after 
the great evation to Mr. Roosevelt had 
exhausted itedéif, following forty-five 
minutes of continued cheering. The

After word had been recelved at the 
white house that the cheering for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in the convention hall 
han continued forty-five minutes, secre- 
tary Taft came over to the white house 
and with his usual good-natured smile 
hupriedly went into the pwesident’'s of- 
fice. Mr. Roosevelt had been carefully 
reading all the bulletins received direct 
at the white house, and both he and 
Mr. Taft were fully informed as to what 
was taking place in the convention hall. 
One sentencé in the president's bulletin 
impressed him very forcibly as ‘indi- 
cating that the delegates were not all 
in fact carried away by the excitement. 
That was a statement that two-thirds 
of the delegates had retained their 
seats, but the conference between the 
president and Mr. Taft may result in 
some message to be sent to the conven- 
tion direct from the white house in or- 
der to restore normal conditions there. 

Roosevelt and Taft Satisfied. 


Secretary Taft was in communication 
today with his managers‘in Chicago, 
and kept apace with the gituaton as it 
developed from’ incident to incident. 
Reports of the-committees to the con- 
ventio nwhich had been forecasted in 
the early private advices, were re- 
ceived with satisfaction, gotly by Secre- 
tary Taft and+by the president. ‘There 
were important exchanges between Sec- 
retary Taft and his Chicago friends~-as 
to the platform, - especially as to the 
anti-injunction plank.

Chicago, June !18.—By a vote of 34 to 
18, with one state.(South Carolina) not 
recorded, the injunction plank of the 
proposed republican ‘platform was 
agreed to by the full resolutions com- 
mittee at 2 a. m. today. 


Chicago, June .17.—A modified injunc- 
tion plank was agreed to°by the sub- 
committee on resolutions. at 10 o’clock 
tonight which completed:the platform 
and the full committee was immediately 
called into session to consider the doc- 
ument as perfected. 

The Injunction plank asserts that the 
republican party always has and al- 
ways will wphold the processes and pro- 
ceedings of the court and hes absolute 
faith in their integrity and uprightnegs; 
nevertheless, it beljeves that the injunc- 
tion practices should »e so modified as 
to provide that only where irreparable 
damage to property ig imminent, the 
courts may grant injunctions’ without 
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notice. It is also specified that due no- 
tice shall be given of impending in- 
junction proceedings. 

‘ No mention is made in 
ef statehood for Arizona 
Mexico. 

At midnight the whole 
resolutions had agreed 
the planks of the platform 
mended by the subcommittee with the 
exception of those relating to injunc- 
tions, to civil rights of the negro race, 
the Panama canal and immigration. 
These were reserved because of the de- 
sire on the part of the full committee 
to discuss at some length each of the 
réserved provisions. The other planks 
were accepted after more or less brief 
and formal]! discussion. It was. under- 
stood that the injunction plank would 
receive especial consideration, and many 
members evidenced a disposition to op- 
pose it, notwithstanding the provision 
was agreed to by all the members of 
the subcommittee, including Messrs. 
Crane, Payne, Dalzell and Clark, who 
had hitherto opposed it.

Sparring for Time. 

While the subcommittee was in ses- 
sion the greater part of the day, there 
were two or three rather prolonged in- 
termissions, and before the®day closed, 
it became evident that the injunction 
clause advocates were sparring for time. 
There was no time during the day when 
a vote could not have been taken in 
the- subcommittee and the injunction 
plank. inserted, but appreciating the 
fact that a favorable result was not so 
certain in the full committee, the sup- 
porters of the provision sought for and 
easily obtained the delay which,they 
seemed to considér necessary before 
bringing the matter to the attention 
of the complete organization. 

The time during the recess, as well 
as the time in which the ~Committee 
was engaged, was devoted to strenuous 
efforts by both sides to increase their 
strength on the full committee. For 
the first time since the fight began, 
the friends of the ‘administration ap- 
parently became fully awakened to the 
seriousness of the situation, but being 
aroused, they were just as zealous as 
their opponent's in presenting the sSit- 
uation. to their fellow committeemen.

Brother of the Founder of 
Anniston Was Killed 
by. Train. 


Rome, Ga., June 1|7.—(Special.)—Steve 
Noble, of Anniston, Ala., met a tragic 
death this morning about 9 o’clock at 
Long's Station, about eight miles from 
Rome. Mr. Noble was on the eve of 
moving to Rome witf# his family. He 
had bought the residence of C. EB.

He was attempting’ to cross the track 
at Long’s, where the public road in a 
deep cut crosses the Southern track.

It 
is not Known yet whether he will be 
buried at Anniston or Rome.

EFFORT TO EXTORT MONEY 


One of the Black Hands Produced 
a Revolwer and Wanted Money 
and Valuables, Then Gia- 
cona Got Busy With His 
Repeating Rifle. 


New Orleans, La., June 1t7.—A black 
hand tragedy with the unusual sequel 
that all the blackmailers, numbering 
four, were killed+ or wounded while 
their victims escaped without a scratch, 
was enacted here today in the historic 
former home of General Beauregard in 
the French quarter. This house, at I113 
Chartres street, is now the residence of 
Pietro Giacona, a wine merchant, and 
reputed to be one of the wealthiest 
Italians in, the south. : 

Giacona is 6! years old, and how he 
and his son, Carrada, managed to kill 
three armed and desperate men is not 
yet clear to the police. It is certain 
that the Giaconas invited the blackmall- 
ers into their house and wined and 
dined them for several hours before 
the shooting. The Giaconas claim that 
the unequal feast was practically forced 
on them and that. they did not shoot 
until after one:of their guests had 
opened fire. The identified dead are 
Giovanni Barreca, Ciro Cusimano; un- 
identified, one Italian. 

Wounded, Francisco Vattali, 
Louis, 

Vattali claims to have been shot while 
passing Giacona’s house, leavng the 
possibility that the fourth guest may 
have escaped, despite mis wounds. 

About 9 o'clock last night four men, 
whom Giacona knew, called. at his 
house and were invited in by Giacona’s 
son. Giacona claims ihat those men 
had at various times obtained several 
barrels of wine and about $400 from 
him. He says that long after midnight, 
when his guests had refused to leave 
and had demanded $50, he offered them 
$5, which angered them. One of them 
began shooting and Giacona_ replied 
with a rifie, hts son using a shotgun. 
The battleground was a dimly lighted 
second floor gallery overlooking an in- 
side court. Two of the guests fell dead 
on this gallery and a third at the foot 
of the stairs. Following a trail of 
blood, the police found Vattali in a 
nearby shed. Added to Vattali’s denial 
that he was among Giacona’s guests 
is the latter’s statement that Vattali 
was not the fourth member of the party. 
So far the police have not cleared the 
mystery about the fourth guest.

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DREAD PLAGUE 
GRIPS CARACAS 


Bubonic Pest ts Spreading in 
the Capital of Ven- 
ezuela. 


Careces, June 1!7.—The dread plague 
has at last comeé to Caracas, which has 
for a few months past been hoping 
against hope that it might be spared 
from the sooirge which had stricken 
the neighboring port of La Guayra. The 
city awakened today to the full know!l- 
edge that the disease was here, and 
the fact that the oase was that of an 
employee of the famous La India Cafe, 
one of the finest in Caracas, did not 
tend to decrease the general alarm. It 
Was frealized thet the presence of the 
bubonic in such quarters meant that 
no pgection of the city was safe from 
its ravages, 

The general supposition had been that 
if the plague ever reached Caracas it 
wouki make its first appearance in the 
dimy districts afid probably be con- 
fined there, but this unexpected focus 
of infection has given rise to grave 
forebodings as to the future. 

When the meyor of the city, accom- 
panied by a commission ef physicians, 
went to La India ‘this afternoon to in- 
vestigate the suspected case, a crowd 
of people congregated on the street, 
anxiously awaiting the official report. 
About the same time, a rumor spread 
that there was another case in another 
section of the city. This, however, could 
not be confirmed. About a month azo, 
there were three cases of suspected bu- 
bonic plague in Caracas. They were 
isolated, however, and appeared to 
have left no infection behind. 

Last week an employee of La India 
Cafe died suddenly and it was announc- 
ed that the cause of death was tetanus. 
or lockjaw, although it became known 
that the body was buried immediately 
and a watch set on the house by the 


| police, it was only today that the peo- 


ple became convinced that the plague 
had got a real hold on the city. 

The most reliable figures obtainable 
from private sources give about 100 
cases in La Guayra since the epidemic 
came two months and a half ago. This 
is only a little more than one case a 
day, but the city has little over 5,000
